And in theſe words now 
rcad, is {ct downe as it werea table of 
direction, to informe all Iudges and 
Magiſtrates, in their ſeuerall ſeſſions 
and proceſſions , what to examine, 
entence, puniſh, | 

This table confiſteth [ as I may fo 
ſay)oftwo leaucs or columnes, wher- 
of the former containeth in 'it Culps 
or matter of fault : the othet Paxa or 
matterof puniſhment. 

The leafe or columne culpable or 
of fault, is col1derable in theſe words, 
Whoſoener will not do the law of thy God 
and the kings law ; The leafe or co- 
lumne 
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lumne penall or of puniſhment,is ob- 
ſcruable in theſe words: Let him have 
iudgement without delay , whether it be 
unto death , or baniſhment , or to confiſ- 
cation of zoos, or to impriſonment. 

In the former leafe there be two 
branches:the former is the intent,the 
other is the extentof it. The intent 
hath in itthree points, whereof the 
firſt is the mancr of it, which conſi- 
ſteth both in vndutifulneſſe, in that 
they do not the law of God and the law 
meof the king : as allo in wiltulneſle, in 
that it is Bid they will notdoit. 

The ſecond pointisthe order of it, 
in that it is not firſt aid, the law of the 
king and the law of God , but firſt the 
law of God, and then the kingslaw. 

Thethird point is the matter of it, 
in two particulars ; the one, will nor de 
the law of God : the other particular, 
and the kings law,

Pride 
then cauſeth diſobedience, and diſo- 
bedicnce maketh vndutifulneſle , wor

to do. Humilitic is ſubmiſſon,ſubmil- 
fion ſabmittjt , that is yputteth aman 
ynder his ſuperiour,notohly in place 
for his condition , but alſo. in office 
for action. But pride is clationgwhich 
clation effert , thatis , carictha man 4- 
loft, euen aboue hisſuperiours, both 
in affetation of place, which is atn- 
bition , asallo in preſcriptis of office, 
which is tranſgreſſion, that is,a going 
ouer or beyond a limited bound : 2 
doing indeede of that which ought 
not to be done, buta not doing of 
that which oughtto be done, the vn- 
dutifulneſſe here meant. The way 
then fora man to become moſt obe- 
dient , is firſt to become humilimas, 
moſt humble, and the meanes fora 
manto become humilimus, moſt hii- 
ble, is for him ſeriouſly to medirate 
with himſelf,that be corporally is but 
humi limas , thatis, the puddle orthe

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ſpeaketh ) let not the earthly clement 


labour to ſurmount the heauenly fir- 
mamnent: which it ſhall attempt todo, 


if we ſhall not onely not dothe law 


of the King , who is the immorall 
Gods licutenant in carth; but of God 
who is the morrall Kings ſoucraigne 
in heauen. It is nodoubt an happie 
combination, whereas Pauls irimyy, 
Tit. 2.15. that is, authoritic and com- 
maund , gocth coupled with Peres 
vnireyn,1.Pct.2.13. thatis, ſubmiſſion 
and obedience. Submit your ſelues vn- 
10 all maner of ordinance of man for the 
Lords ſake. Where there isa doing of 
the _ the King , becauſe there is a 
ſubmiſſion to all maner ordinance of 
man:there is a doing of the law of God, 
becauſe it is tobe performed for the 
Lords ſake. It is a worthie laying of a 


French bif, learned Hiſtorian , who witneſſerh 
is Hex, 3. that as inthe perſon of a man the life 


conſiſteth in the vnion of the bodie 


and the ſoule: ſo in akingdome, ſtate, 
or

or common-weale , the life thereof 
ſtandeth in the coherence and con- 
junRion of commaunds , which be as 
the ſoule, and of obedience , which is 
as the bodie thereof. If cither then 
(faith he)the ſoule of commands ſhal 
tyrannize ouer the body of obedi&ce, 
by vniuſt lawes ; or the bodie of obe- 
dience will not recciue the law of the 
ſoule in iuſt ordinances,there inſueth 
a death to that kingdome, ſtate, or 
common-weale. Though ſic volo, ſic 
iubes, {oI will, fo I commaund, be 
the voice of tyrants : yet fora man to 
adde his voloto Gods inbeo, his will 
to Gods command , isthe harmonie 
of obedience. | 

The ſecond thing I do confider in 
the maner of this intent , is their wil- 
fulnefſe, inthart they will not do the 
law of God and the kings law. Their vn-

The ſecond inſtruction from hence 
to be apprehended & applied, is, that 
Church-men are to be maintained, 
both in their abilitie for their purſe, 
and in dignitie towards their perſons. 
Foralbeit pietie through the impietie 
of theſe times,may ſeeme (log lince) 
to hauc bene baniſhed, and with that 
old Afires, to hauc bene enforced to 
leaue the earth and to flic to heaven, 
there to make complaint vnto God 
of her hard viage among men : yet 
Policie ſtill ſtandeth, and pleadeth 
ſtill for vs . This may abundantly 
be proued by the guiſe of the ancient 

barba- 
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barbarous and Erhnicke people ( as !*b. Pobem, 
lohannes Bohemus writeth de moribus ono 
omnium gentium)both among the an- 
cient Agyptians, Athiopians and A- 
rabians. Concerning the&gyptians, 
the ſame author witnefferh,that none De 4ffrice, 
but they which were Prieſts ſonnes, + 
aboue the age of twentie yeares, and 
well learned, might attend on their 
Kings : which he ſeemed to have bo- © 
rowed out of Drudores Siculus, bib. 2. any SIEB, 
Thatalſo when the reuenewes of the 
land of &Kgypt were deuided into 3. 
parts, the firſt part was due vntoand 
deuided among their Pricſts , as they 
which were of the greateſt cſtimatio, 
partly for the adminiſtration of the 
ſeruice of their gods , partly for their 
leaming and wiſdome, partly alſo be- 
cauſe they were as oracles tothe No- 
bilitic for wiſedome and counſel. The 
ſecond part went to theKing,totheſe 
ends:that it might maintaine his own 
royall eſtate, xa ſecondly it might 

| ſuſtaine 
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ſuſtainc the charges of his warres,and 
that thirdly it might bea fountaine of 
his bountes towards men of the beſt 
deſerts. The third part was ſhared a- 
mong the penſioners & mcnof war. 
Touching the Xthiopians of old 
time, the ſame Author in the ſame 
place reporteth , that they were wont 
to chuſe their Kings of their Prieſts, 
and of ſuch am6g them as they knew 
to be morereligious then thereſidue, 
A cuſtomeallo (if not at this day )yct 
notlong ſince vicd in Ifcland , as Gi- 
raldes Cambrenſis writeth in his To- 
pographic of Ireland . 1» Hiſlandia 
(faith he) vtuntur eodem Rege , quo Sa- 
cerdote;, eodem Principe quo Pontifice, 
Penes enim Epiſcopum tam regni quam 
ſacerdoty iura conſiftunt : that is,in Iie- 
land they vie the ſame man for a King 
and Prince whomthey vſe fora Prieſt 
and Biſhop . For the rights aſwell of 
the kingdome as of the Prieſthood, 


are in the power of the Biſhop. A 
guiſc 
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guiſcalſo among the famous old Ro- 
maines, who when they could bearc 
anie thing better then the name of a 
King intheir common-weale , ſo re- 
tained they ſtill (ar honour no doubt 
vnto that order ) nomen Rezis ſacrificu- 
li: the name of the ſacrificing King, a- 
mong their Prieſts . The Patriarkes 

were kings and prieſts in their fami- 

lies. The Apoſtle Peter without doubt 

by the direQtion of the ſpirit of God, 
ioyneth royall prieſthood together, r. 1.re.z 9, 
Pet.2. 9. whereupon S. Hierome ſaith, Hiwone. 
Ecce cum Regali drgnitate Sacerdotium 
copulauit: Behold he hath coupled the 
Prieſthood with the Royall dignitie: 

and his Maicſtic in his Beoraizor Auger 3a dup. 
afhrmerh, that Rex non eſt mere laicur, 

that a king is not meerely laical: which 

ſhew that the kingdome and prieſt- 

hood are notincompatible.In Arabia 
likewiſe the old Panchatani ( as the 19 Bobem. 
fame Author auoucheth in the ſame®"**** 
booke ) dcliuered their cuſtomes , re- 
ncenues, 
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uenucs , andall their profites into the 
hands of their prieſts, who might ac- 
cording to their diſcretion , as they 
found it neceſlary & expedient, iuſtly 
diſtribute them to cueric man as he 
had nced. What ſhould I {peake of the 
honor that the old Saracens did beare

gener 1g. whom (an honour greater vnto their 
of Twtes, Prieſthood, then we can cither expect 


peg57 + 


or dare warrant in ours: )from whom 
(I ſay)thegreat Sultans of the Turkes 
and Saracens,before the ſucceſſion of 
the Ottomen houſe was eſtabliſhed, 
tooke their authoritie, as from their 
ſuperiours, the true ſucceſſors of their 
great prophet Mahomet:or of the high 
account and eſteeme that the Grand- 
Segnior atthis day of the O1toman line 
maketh ofhis Mepb1i or Mopbtt , that 
i5, his Metropoliticall Pricſt or chiete 
Biſhop,without whole aduice & coil- 
ſell he vndertaketh no matter of im- 
portancc. If alſo anic inferiour ped 
0 
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of the Mahumcrane law at this day, 
ſhal haue any outrage done vnto him, 
in being violently ſtriken, if he be a ro 
Turke which fo doth , he loſeth his 29%: 
right hand ; butit he be a lewe or a 
Chriſtia,he is burnt aliue for it? What 
ſhould I alſo remembrance you , of 
whar eſteemeand regard cuecn the ve- 
ric barbarous Chriſtians have made 
their prieſts and prieſthood , cuen to 
theſe rimes , among the Ruſles and 
Africans £ among whom the Empe- 
rour of Ruſſia faich of his Metropoli- 
tance, that he is Gods ſpirituall officer, 
and himſelfe but his remporal officer: 
therefore leadeth the Emperour the Di/courry 
Metropolitanes horſe on Palme-ſun 4 "—_— 
day,and on twelfe day the Emperour tejjaſon. © 
ſtandeth by on foote, whiles ( accor- 42343 
ding tothe cuſtome) the Metropoli. 
tane fitting on horſcbacke , bleſſerh 
the waters of the river Moſco. The 
great comander of Aﬀrica alſo, whoſe 
power is commonly a thouſand thou- 
C land 


Mah.9.10, 
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ſand men and hiuc hiidred Elephants, 
is called by the name , not of Mo- 
narch, Emperour, or King, but is ſty- 
led (as he thinketh ) by a phraſe of far 
greater glone , that is , Presbyter a 
Prieſt. In whoſe largely exteded Em- 
pire there be fourc orders : whereof 
the Pricithood is of the firſt and moſt 

eminent : theſccond of Sages, called 

alſo Balſamates or T orquates:the third 

of the Nobilitic : the fourth of the 

Penſioners and men at armes , All 

which (and morethcn which , that 

might be alledged ) ſhould moue vs 

with all louc and induſtrie to main- 

taine church-men , if not for pictic 

ſake, yetfor policic ſake. That ſecing 
men of that coatand calling can hauc 
lile helpe(as theſe times be)by piety, 
which 1s as the bodie of Chriſt, yer 
with the woman we may be cured 
and medicined , Math. 9. 20. at lcaſt 
wiſe by policie ,which isas the heme 
of Chriſts garment, 
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The third thing to be aſſumed to 
our handling inthe intent,is the mat- 
ter of it, in two particulars, Firſt, will 
not do the law of thy God: (econdly nor 
the kings law. Will not do the law of thy 
God, &c. There is a threefold tranſ- 
greſſor ofthe law of God, which if 
they ſhall not onely be vndurifull but 
wiltull, deſerue a more ſharper edge 
of puniſhmetto be inflicted on them, 

The firſt is he that tranſgreſſetha- 
gainſt the doctrine of the law , as it is 
the ſubject of faith, Theſe be Here- 
tikes, whodefend ſome dogma or (elf 


hatched opinion ( as CAuguſtine wri- 4ugull, 


teth) contra verbum cum pertinacia, 
againſt che word with ſtubburnneffe, 
induced by one, two,orall theſe three 
allurements : vaineglorie, gaine,and 
flatterie of great men that way incli- 


ned. For vaineglorie,S.Cyprian faith: (,,,;,,. 


Initia hereticorum,wvt ſibi placeit:they 
are the beginnings of Heretikes , to 
pleaſe theſclues : according to which 

C3 $.Hie- 
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S. Hierome writeth in Zach.13. What- 
ſoeuer they conccinerhey turne itin- 
to an idoll, The couctous man wor- 
ſhipperh his Mammon , and the here- 
tike dogma quod finxit , the opinion 
which he hath coined. For gaine,pre- 
ferment or flatterie , Theodoret tende- 
reth Paulus Samoſatenws tor an inſtice, 
who being ledde with hope of great 
gaine and preferment, which he expe- 
&ed from Zenobia Queene of Arabia, 
fell into that hereſie which afterward 
became his ouerthrow. The ſecond 
tranſgreſſor againſt the law of God, is 
he which triſgrefleth againſt the mo- 
rall precepts of the law, as it is the ſub- 
ic of life and maners. This is chiefly 
done by theſe principall meanes. 
Firſt by blaſphemic,which word is 
deriued T«pa 70 Erewluv Thy puny , of 
violating or hurting the great , holy, 
andreuerend name of God, by vaine 
oathes, falſc oathes, imprecations,ex- 
orcilmes,&c, A thing was it, ſo puni- 
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ſhed by 1uſtinianthe Emperour, as he !*Sinier. 
that did prophanely {weare ( oh a 

thing very vſual in theſe times)by any 
member of God , or by his haire, or 

did anic way blaſpheme God,he dicd 

for it, 

Secondly it is done by murther, 

which is an vnlawfull taking away of 
thelite of man by man, whether it be 
by an immediate a&t by himſelfe, 
or auxilio and conſilio, 'by ſome me- 
diate aide or counſell from another. 
Murther isa fn {o abhorred of God, 
as that it may not go away vnpuni- 
ſhed, he maketh inquiſition for it,Plal, 
9.12. Yea vnleſſe a man hate bloud,cu@ rfal.g.rs. 
as God doth hate bloud,bloud ſhal pur- 
ſue him. And to ſhew the certaintic of 
it, it 15 doubled againe, cucn bloud 
ſhall purſue bim, Ezech.35.6, 

Thirdly ir is done by theft, which 
God hath not onely forbidden as a 
breach ofa branch of the Decalogue, 
Exod. 20.15. T how ſhalt not ſteale : but s.u4zo.s 
C3 allo 
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alſo by making thoſe fowles & beaſts 
which are giuen to prey and rauine, 
an abhomination, Leuit.11, This ſinne 
in the time of Edmund Ironſide could 
ſcantly be found in this land, but in 
theſe dayes this kingdome ſwarmeth 
with manic an ,Mutolicws ,of whom 
Ouidreporteth,that he was furtum in- 
genioſus ad ome, his crafts-maiſter to 
prouca maiſter thiefe. 

Fourthly it is done by adulterie, 
This God fodeteſteth, as he would 
not haue it once named amongſt vs, 
as itbecometh Saints, Epheſ.5.3. It is 
the verie ſource & ſpawne, fountaine 
and foment of fearfull murtherings 
and poiſonings, cuen betwixt them 
who being coupled in one yoke of 
matrimonie, ought tobe moſt neare 
one to another, in regard of a foure- 
fold combination, Ir eva , names, 
bodies, and minds alſo , but that this 
luſtfull monſter, like vntothe ſword 
of Alexander the great, cutteth in _ 

| er 
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der the Gordian knot of loue : yea (as 
hiſtorics be too ful of ſuch examples) 
of lifealſo. 

Fiftly and laſtly ( becauſeI cannot 
inſiſt ypon all ) it is done by drunken- 
neſſe : which is not onelya tranſgre(- 
ſion it ſelte, but a mother ſinne to all 
the relidue. For when(I beſcech you) 
is a man more readie to blaſpheme, 
kill, ſteale,breake wedlocke,then whe 
it may be ſaid of him, thathe is affe- 


Red as that Emperour was,which for pon. 


his oucr-much drinking was called a 
bottle. Manie good lawes haue bene 
made for the reſtraining of this ſinne, 
but they died as it were in their birth, 
becauſe they haue bene enacted bur 
not acted , written in glaſſe not in 
braſſe, Citics and corporations ( for 
the moſt part) areas ful of Alehoulcs, 
Alchouſes as full of drunkards , and 
drunkards as ful of finne,as they were 
before theſe lawes were publiſhed, 
which wcre (it ſhould ſeeme) decreed 
C 4 rather 
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rather tobe put to execution, then to 
be put in execution. 

The third tranſgreſfor of the law 
of God , is he which tranſgrefſeth a- 
eainſtthem both, that is, both the do- 
&inall & morall precepts of this law: 
theſe are the Atheiſts , who acknow- 
ledge no life but this , no God but 
their pleaſures , who ſleeping in ,and 
being ouerwhelmed with ſenſualitic 
and ſecuritie , although they be men, 
yet haue the fiſt ſparkles of vature 
more quenchedin them, thenthe E- 
lephant being bur a beaſt, yet of all 
other creatures coming neareſt vnto 
man, for his diſciplinable apprehen- 
ſion,acknowledginga Deitie therein, 
doth he worſhip the Moone , and 
Sunne, and ſtarres at every change. 

The ſecond particular inthe mat- 
ter of the intent,is that they will not do 
the kings law. From hence may I de- 
riue both confuration & inſtruction, 

Firſt from hence may I derive a 
confu- 
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confutation of them who wold haue 
the Prieſt to be a mediam of ſuperiori- 
tie betwixt God and the King: when 
here by the Spirit of God immediatly 
after God is placed the King , as he 


who ( as Tertullian writeth ad Scapu- Tertul. od 
lam) is next wnto God , and obtaineth Scapulam. 


from God whatſoeuer he hath , onely in- 
ferwor onto God, As this anciently was, 
ſo ought it now tobe : aſubordinatis 
not of God, Aaron,and Moſes, but of 
God, Moſes, and Aaron , to ſhew that 
Aaron muſt be vnder Moſes as Moſes 
vnder God. 

Secondly from hence may deriue 
inſtruction,ofa twofold leſſon\wher- 
of the former concerneth the King, 
the later the ſubie. The fornger leſ- 
{on inſtruterh the King in an/awfull 
reuerencetowards God , thatas God 
is placed before him , fo he ſhould 
place God before him. Kings are the 


children of the moſt High,PRal.82.6.AS rpi8s.s. 


the child therfore yeeldeth reverence 


to 
by. 
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to his father : ſo ought kings as chil- 
dren to God their Father. The other 
leſſon inſtructeth the ſubic& in a duri- 
full obedience, that foraſmuch as the 
king is placed next & immediate vn- 
der God , ſo he obeycth him in & for 
God, it he ſhallnot be contrarie vnto 
God. The authoritic of the King is 
then diſauthorized, when hc ſhallci- 
ther comand that which is cuil,or for- 
bid that which is good: for the Kings 

ſcepter and priuiledge chiefly lyeth 
&y Tos waonis 4 «Stagogor; ,in things of a 

meaneand indifferent nature, To de- 
niethen the Kings command in mat- 

ters indifferent, it is to encounter his 

authoritic in the beſt title of itz a guiſe 

of ſome, who ( haply) for their zeale 
may be commended, for their igno- 
rance are to be pitied, for their (tub- 
burnneſle , in that they will not do the 
kings law, areto be puniſhed, Hither- 
tothe intent, 


The ſecond point in the culpable

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leafe ofthis table, is the extentof ir, 

Whoſoeuer will not, c. It is notthen 

to be required of ſome, but to be loo- 

ked for from all.Whoſeever: This I can 

but point at, notproſecute. The ſc- 

cond leafeor columne of this table is 

penall, or of puniſhment. This is pro- 
poſed firſt more generally in 3. mem- 
bers, whereot the firſt is the denuncia- 
tion of a ſentence, in the having of 
indgement : the ſecond , the expedi- 
tion of it, without delay : the third is 
the applicati6 of it, which is ſet down 
both in ſpecie,, or more ſpecially , /ze 
him : as allo in genere , or more gene- 
rally, whoſoexer. 

Secondly this leafe or columne is

The firſt of the three mEbers more 
generally propoſcd , is the denuntia-

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indeement. This haning of indgement, 
both authonleth the Iudge, and alſo 
diſcourageth the offendor, 
Firſt it authoriſeth the Iudge : for 
he that commandeth the Iudge that 
he muſt do it , authoriſeth alſo the 
Tudge that he may do it. Indges areof 
Gods ownerailing , Tudg, 2.16. and 
alſo of Gods aſliſting , as with whons 
the Lord is ſaid tobe,Verl.18.Therfore 
authoritie cannot be controuerted, 
vnleſſe God himſelfe in ſome ſort be 
countermanded . For the better vn- 
derſtanding of this iudgement , we 
muſt know that there is a threefold 
iudgement , Cel, ſeculi, conſcientie, 
ſupernall of heauen, internall of con- 
ſcience,externall of the world. Iudge- 
mentin this place isnot to be rak& tor 
the ſupcrnall iudgement of heauen, 
neither yer for the internall indgemet 
of conſcience , but for the externall 
iudgementofthe world : whereunto 
God incourageth the heads of _ 
an 
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and the Princes of the houſe of Iſracl,

and ye Princes of the houſe of Iſract, 
ſhould not you know indgement ? which 


tndgement, S, Hierome interpreteth &1- S.Hicrome, 


ther for right reaſon ,or adminiſtra- 


tion of iuſtice, according to that Plal. py ,,.x. 


72.1. Gine thy tudgement vnto the king 
6 Lord, and thy righteouſneſſe unto the 
kings ſonne. Indzement to the king,that 
is, adminiſtration of juſtice. Iudge- 
ment and tuſtice in the Scriptures 
ſeeme to be 3uorue, word; of one ig- 


nification, Yet Danid Plal. 94.15. di- F/9415- 


ſtinguiſheth them, where heſaith, that 
Indeement ſhall returne 19 inſtice. In 
which place, iudgement (as it is pro- 
bable) is taken for the execution of 
the ſword, and iuſtice for equall deci- 
ſton of matters in controuerlie. 
Secondly,this having of iudgem@r 
diſcourageth the offendor , in that 
though for atime he hath runne on 


his heedleſſe and heady race,in being + 


both 
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both vndutifull and wilfull againſt rhe 
law of God and the kings law : yetnot- 
withſtanding God hath atime wher- 
in he that would not ſubmit himſelfe 
vnto the tenour of the law by doing, 
ſhal be enforced to yeeld himſelfe vn- 
to the terror of the law , by ſuffering: 
for there is not onely iudgement pal- 
ſed, butexccutionout againſt ſuch; 
Let him haut indzement. 

The ſecond of the three members 
more generally propoſed,is the expe- 
dition of the ſentence, without delay, 
Prius conſulto, deinde mature facto opus 
eſt : a Tudge muſt firſt determine with 
deliberation, and then ( what he hath 
once ripely determined )a& with ex- 
pedition, A long ſuite hanging in the 
Court ofa Iudge , will beno more 
grace vnto him , thenalong ſore vn- 
derthe hand of a Chirurgian : which 
may ( peraduenture ) increaſe his

Thereaſon wherof was, becaule whe 
an Angell came and troubled the wa- 
ter, another ſtepped in before him, & 
was healed, But the cauſe herein muſt 
be inverted ; for whereas there was 
firſt the troubling of the water by an 
Angell, and then the ſtronger ſtept in 
before the weaker : here it muſt be 
deemed, that firſt the ſtronger ſtep- 

hin before the weaker, and then 
troubleth the water with angels. The 
Lion (as we know ) is not onely va- 
liant bur ſwift. The throne of Salomon 
was gardedon both fides with Lions, 
1.Reg, 10. 20. hieroglyphically (as it ;,x:g40.28 
were) to ſet foorth vnto vs, that they 
which fiton thrones ſhould be as Li- 
ons, not only in abilitie ofaction, but 
alſo in agilitic of expedition.

A thing was this fo carefully 
prouided for in the Tewiſh common- 
wealth, as their iudgement ſeats were 
in the gates of their Cities, Ruth. 4.2. 
A meanes of the more quicke diſpat- 
chall , ſo that there might be iudge- 
ment without delay. 

"The third of the three members 
more generally propoſed,is the appli- 
cation of the ſentence, which is ro be 
handled firſt in ſpecie, or more ſpecial- 
ly, let him: thatis, him whohath bin

2.16. Secondly this application is to 
be handled im genere , or more gene- 
rally, as this 4m hath a reference to 
the forenamed whoſoexer, The Iudge 
muſt be in Gods feate like vnto God 
himſelfe, who reſpetteth no mans per. 


ſon, At.10.34. but ſaith of euery ſoule 48 10.34 
that ſunneth , that it ſhall die the death, eq (8.4 


Ezech.18.20.He muſt not be aftrigh- 
ted with feare , nor blinded with ta- 
uour, nor corrupted with Jucre, bur 
euecn as the needle of the compaſſe 
inteth alwayes towards the North: 
oought he to hauc a perpetual aſpect 
toward Iuſtice, I«dex cordatre , lapis 
quadratze : a couragious Tudge is like 
a quadrangular ſtone, which what 
way ſoecuecr you ſhall turne, it lieth 
quadrangular ſtil,or like a mountaine 
D firme 
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hrme in it fſelte and detenſiue for 0- 
thers, in which the people may make 
them caues , and ſtrong holds againſt 
their aduerſarics : as the I{raclites did 
in the mounraincs againſt the Madia- 
nites, Iudg. 6. 2. This is the meancs 
for the Iudge to be loued of good 
men, and to be feared of the cuill;An 
example hereof we haue in the Frech 
hiſtoric, inthe Duke of Aniou, being 
afterward Hemry the third of France, 
who notwithſtanding the mediation 
of many Lords and Captaines tothe 
contraric, put acertaine Captaine, a 
Turke by nation, to death for mani- 
fold robberics and ſpoiles, whereof he 
was conuicted: whereupon (faith the 
hiſtorie ) he was well thought of b 

all good men, and feared by the euill 
In the ſecond place of this penal leafe 
or columne ofthis table,are propoſed 
foure particular limmes, whercof the 
firſt is death, the ſecond baniſlment, 
thethird confiſcation of goods, and the 
our 
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fourth impriſonment . Of theſe ſeuc- 
rall particulars I cannot particularly 
ſpeake, but muſt cloſe them all in one, 

Three principall qualities there be, 
which arecraued ina Iludge (faith his 
royall Maieſtie in one of his memorg-

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tor,that it is ſcopus reorums, that is,the 
Rocke of defendants and guilty ones: 
yetis heto know & acknowledge on 
the other {ide , that God hath given 
him « ſword not for nought or in vaine, 
but to take vengeance on him that doth 
euill, Rom.13.4. 2ut ſemel malus, ſem- 
per preſumitur eſſe mals : he which is 
once euill, is alwayes preſumed to be 
cuill. As this is ſuppoſed by law, ſo is 
it certainly true, vnleſſe it be tranſpo- 
ſed by grace. The impunitie of ſinne 
isan inuitement to further ſinning. A 
worthie example hereof we haue in 
 thatlate French Hiſtorian 1obn de Ser- 
res in the raigne of Charles the faire, 
the foure and forticth king of France: 
In whoſe timea certaine Gaſcoigne | 
vnder color of being nephew to Pope 
Tohn the 22.then refederi in Avinion, 
had his pardon for eighteene crimes 
by him committed, whereof theleaſt 
deſcrucd death: yer thereby could he 
not be reduced from his wickedneſle, 
but 
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but more and more encouraged and 


incited to harden himſelfe therein: till 
in the end waxing worle and worſe, 
by the counlell and-iudgement of the 
ſaid Charles the 4.he was put to death. 
Bur in the zxterim that ſaying which 
Chryſoſtome to another purpoſe vtte- 
reth,may hercin be applied: Dum par- 
cebatur lupo , mattabatur grex : while 
the wolte was ſpared , the flocke was 
ſpoiled : and better it had bene that 
onehad moretimely bin ended , that 
ſo many might nor haue bene offen- 


The ſecond principall qualitie cra- 
ued in a Cyr knowledge , which 
may alſo fr6 hence be deriued. Wirh- 
out this knowledge courage is ſtrong 
indeed, but blind and cannot ſee, and 
Andabatarum more, after the mancr 
of them who fight blindfolded , hur- 
teth as well friends as foes , the guilt- 
leſſeas the guiltie: orif it ſhall wound 
onely the guiltic, it may cither be cx- 
D 3 ceſhue 
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ceſſiue or defective , either giving 
death , where baniſhment , confiſcation 
of goods , or _— might haue 
ſurhced;or impoſing only baniſhment, 
confiſcation of goods , & impriſonment, 
where death ſhould haue bene infli- 
ed. None might come into the nii- 
ber of the Rabbins among thelewes, 
vntill they could ſpeake ſeuen langua- 
oes : ſo is it to be wiſhed that none 
might be madea Iudge,vntill he were 
wile according to the myſteric of the 
number of ſeuen, which is anumber 
of pertcftion. 

The third principall qualitie craued 
in a Judge , is finceritic or equitie, 
which alſo may from hence be deri- 
ued: without which wiſdome'is lame, 
and though it ſeeth what ought to be 
done,yet neither wil nor cando what 
it ſceth. This finceritie or cquitie gi- 
ueth ſuum cuique : the owne to cucric 
man : like that logicall rule, which is 
called kx inſ{itie, the law of juſtice, 
This 
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This ſorteth and firterheuery ſcourge 
and puniſhmet according to the faule 
and errour of the offcndent or delin- 
uent : death to whom death belon- 
geth, baniſhment to whom banjhment 
fitter , confiſcation of goods to whom 
confiſcation fs ood; ſorterh and impri- 
ſonment tow ys riſonmet apper- 


taineth, Index,ſaith / Frm ,a ludgei IS 1/idor, 


lo called,qua "7 tus dicens,one that ſpca- 
keth right, vnto whoſe tong his heart 
and hand ought to haue correſpon- 
dencie, in giuing to cuery man his /s 
orwhat be ongeth to him. 

Thele (right Honorable) are three 
ornaments in Iadges, which will in- 
rich andennoblethem morethenthe 
robes wherewith they are garniſhed, 
orthe troupes wherewith they arcat. 
tended, A triplicitie , which ifit ſhall 
be found inan vnitic intheperſons of 
Iudges and Magiſtrates,no doubt wil 
make them pleaſt ing vnto God who is 
trinitic in vnitic. Cornelis that chaſt & 
D 4 ta- 
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famous Romane matrone ( when a 
certaine noble woman of Campania 
was boaſting and glorying of her ou- 
ches and ornaments ) held her talke 
vntill che Gracchi her ſonnes came 
home, at whoſe returne ſhe made her

CaiGracch, this anſwer: & hec ſunt ornamita mea: 


and theſe are my ornamets. If Iudges 
and Magiſtrates ſhall fay of theſe three 
vertues , as Cornelia did of her two 
ſonnes, hec ſunt ornamenta mea : theſe 
are mine ornamCts: oh, it wil aduance 
them fo high fr6 the thrones of their 
iuſtice and judgement to the throne 
of Gods graces and fauours, as they 
ſhalbe admitted to beIudges,toiudge 
for God in this world , and kings to 
reigne with God in the world to 
come. Which God graunt vnto all 
faithfull Iudges, and all his faithfull 
people, for his Sonnes ſake: to whom 
together with the holy Spirit, be aſcri- 
bed all honour, glorie, praiſe, power, 
and domini6,both now & cucr. Amen,

ſtrong Cities of Inda , Citie by Citie, 
and J ſaid wnto the Indges : Take 
heede what ye do, for ye execute not 
the indgemet of man but of the Lord, 
and he will be with you m the cauſe 
and in the iudgement, 
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Fra, Ebſaphat ( right Ho. 

Sl norable)being theking 
% 3 and ſupreme gouernor 
ay of the land of Iuda, 
SD thinketh it a point of 
his dutie to ſubſtitute and depute me 
feriour gouernours vnder him, that ſo 
himſelf might be the more caſed, and 


his land thebetter gouerned:the truth 
whereof 
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whereofthe drift and purport of this 
my text doth make plaine vnto vs. 
The words may be diuided intorwo 
parts , wherecot the former concerne 
the ordination of Iudges, in the fifr 
verſe : the other the information of 
Tudges, in the f1xt, In the ordination 
of Iudges there be three points of me 
to be handled. Firſt who were ordai- 
ned; Iudges : ſecondly by whom, By 
him, thatis , by /ehoſaphat . Third] 
where : firſt ſer downe more ares 
ly, in the land: ſecondly more ſpecial- 
ly in foure members. Firſt , 7» the Ci- 
ties of Inda, Secondly , all the Cities, 
Thirdly, the ſtrong Cities. Fourthly, 
Citie by Citie, 

In the information of Iudges Iam 
toconſ(ider : Firſt the leſſon of it. Se- 
condly the reaſon to inforce it. The 
leſſon confiſteth of three precepts, 
whereof the firſt is of courage : that 
Iudges are todo. Secondly of wile- 
dome: that they are to take on W 

ir 
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the third of both linked and coupled 
jr era that they are to take heede 
at they do. The reaſon for the in- 
forcement hereof openeth it ſelfe ina 
twofold conſideration : whereof the 
former is , whoſe judgements they do 
execute, ſerdowne firſt negatiuely ot 
of man : next affirmatiuely , but of the 
Lord. The ſecond confideration is, 
that they themſelues are to be iudged: 
to be collected out of theſe words, 
that the Lord will be with them in the 
cauſe and in the indgement. It they do 
well,in mercy to reward them: if they 
doeuill, in judgement topunitſh the, 
Firſt then concerning the ordina- 
tion of Iudges, & the fl of the three 
members therein contained , who 
were ordained, Iudges;who were of- 
ficers appointed either immediatly 
from God, or mediatly by Kings and 
Princes Gods lieutenants , wilcly to 
heare, and indifferently to determine 
matters & cauſes betwixt parties and 


partics, 
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_ Wherein great careis to be 
d , that Iudges may firſt be enfor- 


med by the law, according wherunto 
they are after to conforme themſelues 
andhei people: for there is & oughe 
to be a mutuall reciprocation betwixt 
the law and the Iudge , the Iudge and 
the law. That as the law is a ſpeech- 
leſſe Tudge : fo the Iudge may be a 
ſpeaking lawe . Neither ought the 
amy" of the law onely ro dwell in his 
ips, but the ſence of the law to liue in 
his perſon, Wherefore by a certaine 
learned man is he called #:zaoy tuluy or 
a liuing law or ſoulc-bearing iuſtice;a 
liuing law ſo needful,and a ſoule-bea- 
ring 1uſtice ſo neceſlarie in all States 
and comon-weales, as without them 
they become dead and breathleſſe,ra- 
ther cadawera then corpora, that is, car- 
kaſſes then bodies, 

Theſe be the eyes of kingdoms and 
ſtates , which being put out, becauſe 
euery man will then do that which 
ſcemetrh 
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ſcemeth good in his owne eyes, Iudg., 


17.6.large limited monarchies wil be- lud 17.6. 
come like huge limmed Poliphemus 
when his eye was taken from him, in 
daily danger of downfall and deſtru- 
ion. The necefhtic of whom are fur» 
ther ſet downe vnto vs Zachar. 10.4. 
in that they are called by the name of zach.10.4. 
2 corner , or a naile , whoſe nature is to 
hold faſt and cloſe together ;to ſhew 
that without them the veines and (1- 
newes of kingdomes are looſened , & 
the knees of States do ſmite together 
with iarres of diſcord, and warres of 
homebred inſurrcRion, as ſometimes 
the ioynts and ſinewes of Belſhazzar 
the king were looſened, and his knees Pax-5.6 
fmote together, at the viſion of his 
kingdomes diviſion, Dan.s.6. 
The ſecond thing is,whoordained 
theſe Iudges, (he) that is , Jehoſaphat 
the king and ſoueraigne of the land: 
Honos onw: : honor is a cumber ; and 


he which ſitteth on the hill of autho- 
ritie, 
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ritie, bearcth a burthen on his necke 
- as heauie as was the hill Atlas, As the 
Sunne therfore hauing abſolute light 
init ſelfe , yer being notable alone to 
latisfie the carths contentment , len- 
deth & transfuſeth the beames therof 
tothe orbes of the Moone and other 
ſtarres, which may ſupply in the Suns 
abſence: ſo Kings and Princes having 
abſolute authoritic in themſclues, ycr 
ing not able alone to extend the 
ſameto the ſatisfaction of cuery ſub- 
ie, are enforced to depute and ſub- 
ordaine Viceroies, Vicegcrents, Licu- 
tenants, Preſidents, Deputics, [udges, 
Magiſtrates and other inferiour ofh- 
cers vader them, which may furniſh 
out this defet. And no maruell itis: 
for how is it poſſible for one man a- 
lone to ſuſtaine the burthen of Gods 
office? Now that Kings and Princes 
ſtand charged with the office of God, 
ie may appeare in that they are graced

Hence 
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Henceitis , that Moſes being wearie 
ot bearing the burthen of the whole 
peoplealone, and complaining of it, 
Num, 11.14. God came downe ina Nun.::.14 
cloud,and tooke of the ſpiritof Moſes, 

and puticontheſeuenticancientmen 

that ſhould aſſiſt him , Numb. 11.25, Numn1-:'s 
Hence itis that God himlſelfe appoin- 

teth it to his people : ludges and offs- 

cers ſhalt thou make m the Cities which 

the Lord hath given thee throughout the 
tribes,and they ſhal iudge the people with 
righteous indgement , Devter. 16. 18. 

Hence it is that Salomon appointed 

twelue Princes vnder him for the go- 
uerning of his whole kingdome. 1. 
Reg.4.7. Hence it is that Darizs con- x, reg.q.7. 
ſtituted & ordained an hundred and 
twentie goucrnours vnder him, for 

the ruling of all the provinces of the 
Monarchie : three over all , whereof 

Daniel was the chicfe , Dan. 6.1, 2. Da. 61: 
Hence it is that king _4haſbueroſh a- 
mong the reſt ofhis Princes to whom 
he 
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he made his feaſt, made the ſame to 
his Gouernours : whereby we may 
xfer..3- Obſcruchehad Gouernors, Eſter, 1.3, 
For this cauſe the Philoſopher calleth 
Judges and officers thus appointed 
vnder Kings and Princes , in the 4. 
Arifet. pe. ÞOOke of his Politikes , for their wilſe- 
ki.iba dome their eyes; for their inſtruction 
their cares ; for their proteftion the 
hands ; for their ſupportation the legs 
of the Common wealth. And Philo 
Phils Jude, ludews that learned man , writing de 
de creat, creatione Principi,laith , Id quog, Tow. 
Pac. me poteſtatis officinm eſt : that 1s alſo 
the duty of the higheſt power or king- 
ly authoritie, to fabNity te gouernors 
vader him for the adminiſtration of 
tuſtice : for one man, quantummnis forts 
alacrig, corpore ſimul 4 animoyjn tants 
mole 7 multitadine negotiorum non 
ſ«fficit: though he be of never ſo ſtrog 
a bodic and chearetull a mind , yetin 
ſo great a weight & multitude of bu- 


lineſles is not (ufticient. 
The 
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The third thing is, where lehoſa- 
phatſer theſe Indges , ſcrdowne firſt 
more generally,in the land: ſecondly 
more ſpecially in theſe foure points 
which in their places ſhall be handled. 
Firſt, in the land, without whiclr a 
fruitfull land is made barren : for 
where the land is vngouerned, there 
it is vnoccupied; where it is vNoccu- 
pied,thcre it becometh a wildernefle, 7.15.5. 
lere.17. 6. with which a barren land 
is made fruitfull. For while as barren- 
nes chiefly proceedeth from windes, 
and tempeſts,and drought, and par- 
ching of the Sunne: 4 Prince,a Goner- 
ner, 4 Indze,a maziſtrate is ſaid to be 
a hiding place fromthe winde, a rc- 
fuge againſt the tempeſt, as a riytr of 
water inadry land, and asa ſhadow 
of a great rocke againſt theparching 
of the Sunne,Efay 32.1,2. Secondly Eſai-za1.: 
more particularly in foure points:firlt 
inthe cities 4 luda:old 1acob had fore- 
told, Genel. 49. 10. that the Scepter Gen.49.16- 
E ſhould 


Exech.n.2. 
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ſhould not depart from Iuda, nor the 
law-giuer from betwixt his teete, till 
Shilo (hould come. The truth where- 
of is here turthered by khoſaphat, in 
that he planteth as it were a ſcepter in 
lada,and placeth a law-giuer betwixt 
the feet thereof, when he ſctteth Tud- 
ges in the cities of Inda, 

Cities they are prone firſt vnto de- 
ceit; therefore as the Greckes call a Ci- 
tie by the name «cv, the Romanes by 
that word expreſſed deceit, to ſhew 
that cities are ſubiect ro fraudulencie. 
Secondly ,c:ties are prone to crucltiez 
therefore though Jeruſalem were the 
light of nations,the lady of the world 
and the citie of the grear King, yet is 
ſhe called a bloudy citie, Ezech.22.2. 
Thirdly, cities are prone to inconti- 
nencie : examples whereof we haue 
in Sodome and Gomorrha, who for 
that they burnt in the lames of vnna- 
turall luſts amongſt themſclues,there- 
fore brought downe the flames of fire 
and 
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and brimſtone trom heauen, to the 
burning and turning of them and 
their cities to cinders and aſhes, Ge- G.n.1g, 
nel[.19. 
Fourrhly and laſtly,Crzes in a word 

are prone toall (innes and wickednel. 
ſes : wherefore Samaria which was 
the head citic in 1/rael,js ſaid to be the 
wickedneſſc of /acob, Micah. 1.5.To ib r,s. 
the end then that this deceit in citics 
might be repreſſed, crucltie oppret- 
ſed, incontinencie reſtinguiſhed, and 
all innes and vices (as cuill humors 
that craſe the health of the common- 
wealth) remoued , lehoſaphat placeth 
Indges in the cities of Inda. 

The ſecond thing is,all the cities,e5c. 
ſome withour all,is partialitic; all as 
well as ſome is equitie. Equitie not 
partialitie ought to be the liuery and 
cogniſance of kings,princes and Iud- 
ges .. Xenophon writcth in his booke 
Ives mas Kvgoreid icy Agar ayalecs, nur Xenoph, Pugs 
Tyle erydte io Sragign © A good ruler firm!

ſaid of the ſcepter of Jeboſaphat , that 
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nothing diftercth trom a good;father. 
A good father (as we know) reſpe- 
&cth not the good of ſome of his 
children, and neglecterh the welfare 
of the reſt ; but ſtandeth equally affc- 
Red vnto them all. Thus old Jacob 
Genel. 49. bleſleth not ſome of his 
ſonnes, and leaucth the other vnbleſ- 
ſed, but blefſcth them all by name. A 
good father is affected like vnto the 
true mother, 1,Reg.3. 26. who will 
haue his whole kingdome gouerned 
not by peecemeale,as ſhe would haue 
the whole child not deuided. Vnifor. 
mitie is a thing baſcly eſteemed in 
theſe rimes, but highly regarded by 
Jehoſaphat inn thoſe dayes, who would 
hauc his kingdome not like vnto the 
lap of Sauls garment rent, 1.5am.15. 
27. bur like vnto the coate of Chriſt, 
whole without ſcame : wherefore as 
itis ſaid of tbe Spirit of the Lord,that 
itfilleth the whole world;ſo it may be

it ruled his whole kingdome. For he 

ſet Indges in all the cates of Tuds. 
Thirdly #he flrowe cities of Inds : as 


' the ſtong man is not to boaſt of his 


ſtrength, lo the ſtrong citie is not to 
glory in her ſtrength; for might with- 
out wiſedome, and {trength without 
counkell , are like vnto huge piles of 
ſtuffe and ſtone heaped together 
without any morter or matter to 
combine the ſame, which arecaſily 
ruinated and diflolued . One fayth, 
thatlawesarethe lite of the common- 
wealth : | execution isthe life of the 
lawes, andtheTudge he is the lite of 
execution . Where then there is no 
Iudge,there is no execution, becauſe 
itisas dead: where there is no exccu- 
tion, there is no law , becauſc it is as 
dead: where no law, there no com- 
mon wealth,becaule itis as dead. And 
what ſtrength (I beſeech you) can 
there be inadead thing * A certaine 
learned man deſcribed a law to be

T4 yoptv TING o pun mommThoy, d right ICa- 
ſon,commaunding things which are 
to be done, and forbidding things 
which arc nor to be done : but where 
there is might without wiledome, 
ſtrength without counſcll , there 
thingswhich are commanded are viO- 
lated, and things which are forbidden 
are performed, becauſe men are ca- 
ricd with the vnbridled ſway of their 
owne raging appetites . And corpo- 
rations of men become as heards of 
beaſts, where not the wilſeſt, but the 
mighricſt bearerule: w4 in grege 1au- 
rw : hauing , ſt may be, hornes and 
hoofes,but no vnderſtanding. An ar- 
my of Harts is but weake yeranarmy 
of Harts(faith one)which hath a Lion 
whois ſtoutand wile to be caprain,is 
better then an army of Lions which 
areſtrong,who haue a Hart whichis 
whitc-liuerd-and fooliſh to be the 
commaunderofthem. AY

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cleſ,9.16.that wiſedom is better then £cc!{;a16. 


ſtrength. Which may appeare vnto 
vs,not onely by the reaſon which $4- 
lomon victh inthe 14. and 15.verle of

had few men in it, and of a greatking 7 
which layd ſiege vntoit, and builded 
a fort againſt it; and of a poore man 
therein, who was wiſe, who deliue- 
red it by his much wiſedome:but by 
a particular inducement of ſpecial ex- 
perimentsamongſt our ſelues , as of 
the fierce horſe, of the mightic Ele- 

hant, of the ſtrong Camell, which 
bh the wit and wiſedome of man are 
tamed and made pliant to the vic and 
ſcruice ofman . It then the ſtrength 
of Sampſon lay in the haire of his 
head, which being taken away, it be- 
came as the ordinary ſtrength of ano-

doth the ſtrength of kingdomes and 
ſtates lie in their Iudges and Magi- 
ſtrates , which are not asthe haire of

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their heads , but as the heads them- 
{elues, which being remoued, king- 
domes may ſay as ſometime Dauid 
the king ſaid, My ſtrength is dried vp

thatitmay be ſaid of our Ciries,as of 
the Cities of Inda,that they arc ſtrong 
Cities: yet is it not to be ſuppoſed 
that they are inuironned with walles 
of braflc. gpernors Thr ag ormer: the wile- 
dome of rulers is as a wall of brafle 
vnto cities and common-weales , as 
writeth the philoſophicall Greeke O4 
rator; without which , though the 
ſtones of our walles be 'for their 
ſtrength as rockes, yet will they proue 
but rockes of wracke and contuſion 
tothe inhabitants therein . As wiſc- 
dome without iuſtice is ſubtiltie, fo 


ſtrength without wiſedome is cruel- 


tic; and the people which are in ſuch 
a caſe,may be ſaid to cate the ſtrength 
of their owne skin, Iob.18.13. like to 
huge Pyramides and Coleffi, which 
being 
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being not well ſet together,or ſuppor- 
ted, do fall by their owne weight: ſo 
theſe by their owne force, as Saule by 
his owne {word,r.Sam.31.4. Fourth- ,,,,..., 
ly, Citze by Citie , As God made the 
world by order, ſo will he hauc it to 
be goucrned by order;without which 
it ccaſeth to be xegues, that is, a beautic 
ariſing of things ſet in order, and be- 
ginnerh to be a x=e,that is adeformi- 
mitic growing of things hudled and 
confounded together: which here e- 
hoſaphat reſpeceth in that he ſetteth 
Indges inal c.City by City.Zach.11.7 
calleth Order by the name of Beauty.

becauſe ir doth orought to allure all 
men to the gazeand embracement of 
it:{o beautifull is it,and ſo fruitful. 

The ſecond generall head of my 
rext doth concerne the Information 
of [udges in verſe the {1xt,which con- va.

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reaſon for the inforcement thereof, 
The leſſon ſtandeth vpon tliree pre- 
cepts, whercof the firſt concerneth 
courage that they are to do:what Iudges 
haue maturely purpoſed, that is b 
them effeRually to be Ser whe 
not ſuffering themſclucs to be aliena- 
red firſt by anger : foras the Philoſo- 
pher ſpeakerh , we vic not troubled 
warer till it be ferled, neither oughe 
we to vic a troubled minde ill it be 
quiered. Secondly not corrupred by 
gifts: for gifts blinde the eyes of the 
wiſe, Ex0d,2 3.8, Thirdly nor eſtran- 
ged by fauour; but as the ballance 
weycth the gold that is precious, and 
the lead that is baſe, both alike: ſo to 
ſtand equally affected to the high and 
tothe low, tothe honorable and the 
baſe, the rich and the poore, one and 
other . Fourthly, not auerted by the 
ſuites and mediations of friends, but 
to be affected for iuſtice,as he was for 
truth,who ſayd, Socrates is my _ 
an 


T- 
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and Plato is my friend , but truth 
more my friend, ſo iuſtice is moſt my 
friend. Fiftly,not peruerted by the 
wreake of priuare teen,or the reuenge 
of our owne priuate quarrel , butin - 
the place of God to be like God him- 


ſelfe, who (Math.5.45.) not ſuffercth Muy 45. 


but maketh (which hath an emphaſis 
in it) his Swzne to ſhine as well vpon 
the bad as vpon the _ his rain 
to fall as well vpon the vnuſt as vpon 
the iuſt: ſoto beare an cuen hand be. 
tweene them that loue them, & them 
that hate them, their friends and their 
enemies. Sixtly and laſtly,not daun- 
red or dilmayed with any dangers or 
perils : for dangers and fcartull things 
are thetrue obic of true fortitude; 
without which it can no more be ſaid 
to be true courage, then lndas his kifle 
was true frienſhip. 

Ohit isahappy thing, when irmay 


be ſaid concerning iny ſtate,as Naum y,uss.y, 


2.3. that they whichare in ſcarlet are

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valiant men: and men may witneſfe 
concerning their Iudges and magy- 
[' ſtrates, as the Angell doth of Gedeon: 
| The Lord is with thee chou valiant 
| Fedg.6z, man,[ud.6.12. What is it that cauſeth 
hiſtories to report of certaine flames 
of Maieſtie that ſparkled in the eyes 
and countenances of Scipio and CMa- 

., ra«? and chicfly,as Sueronius reports 
dug.ceſar. in his lite, of Auguſtus Ceſar? but that 
they were full of courage, full of for- 

tirude, full of magnanimitic . Faint 
courage is worle then ignorance, ig- 
norance (it may be) betrayetha cauſe 

for want of knowledge, but faint cou- 
rage(contrary to the priuity of know- 

ledge ) betrayeth right for want of 

ſpirit. Holyanger then is well befit- 

ting a Iudge, well beſceming a magi- 

ſtrate, I meanenot that anger which 
blindeth their wiſedome, but that an- 

ger which whetteth their courage. 

This anger it hath bene found in Mo-

Wiſedom informeth, 
courage performeth : wiſedome in- 
ſtrucerth,courage cftecth:wiſedom 
preſcriberh, when, where, why, how 
things are tobe done, courage ena- 
bleth to do them. A Iudge or a magi- 
ſtrate hauing wiſedome without cou- 
rage, may be faid to be azgg4105 with. 
out heart; hauing courage without 
wiſedome, may be ſaid to be dx«gexcs 
without a head; but where they both 
meete together as mercie and truth 
2/al.35-10 did,Plal.85.10. there Tudges and rr:2- 
giſtrates may be ſaid rodo in their ſe- 
uerall charges, as they which bare of- 
fice amongſt the Spartans rd xcouriy, 
that js, diſpoſe all things ina beau- 
tifull order, confound nothing wi 
headlong raſhneſſe. Hence comer 
the protefting and patronizing of 
the good and innocent by wiſe cou- 
rage, 
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rage, the correQing and puniſhing of 

the euill and nocent by couragious 

wiſedome : inclinable indeed rather 

vnto mercie then ſcueritie, endcuo- 

ring forthat name which Minutius 

beſtowed vpon Fabre , as Platarch Plutarch.in 

writeth in the life of Fabius, Quando ** 

wenerabilins nomen non habeo,te mites 

appello parentem: When I hauc not a 

more honorable nam» to beſtow, I 

call thee by the name of a mild father 

yet notlo pliant to mercic as negli- 

gent in judgement: but remembring 

alwaics that they beare not the ſword 

in vainc, butthat they are the mini- 

ſters of God , to take vengeance on 

them that do cuill, Rom.

Yet becauſe there is a ſparing cru- 
eltic,and a _— mercy;and foo- 
liſh pittie ſpilleth the citie, as ſaith the 
prouerbe:not ſo addited to mercie 
as not at all affected to judgement, 
without which it is ſure that the 
weeds of vices would ouer-ſpread 
the field of the whole world, reaſon 
would become rage , lawes licenſe, 
well goucrned men as brutiſh and ſa- 
uage beaſts, Monarchics anarchics, 
kingdomes thraldoms, and the world 
it ſclfe a wilderneſſe. They are there- 
fore as in mercie, ſo to beare the like. 
nes of God in iudgement,who is ſaid 
to haue firſt iudgement , ſecondly 
iudgements, thirdly armies of iudge- 
ments, Iob 10.17: armies which are 
for number many, for kinds ſundry, 
and for force mightie, bagioaing all 
things in wiledome , following all 

things 
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things ſo begun with courage,therein 
taking heed what they do. 

The ſecond thing is the reaſon for 
the inforcement of this leſſon, which 
conſiſterh in a two-fold confideratis: 
wherof the former concerneth whoſe 
iudgements they execute, ſet downe 
firſt negatiuely, not of man, ſecondly 
aftirmatiucly, but of the Lord, Not 
of man, who is baſe, weake, miſerable 
in his birth, life, death : therefore may 
he ſeeme iuſtly tobe contemned, his 
lawes to be wreſted,his ordinances to 
be peruerted, his ſtatutes to be tranſ- 
greſſed by him which is the publicke 
organ and miniſter thereof: ſo he may 
doit ſecretly without detetion, or 
{ubtilly without conuition. Not of 


man, who for his matter is called - 4din,red 


dam, which ſignifieth earth : for his 


miſery Emoſh, which ſignifieth ſorrow row or afli- 
or afflition : and therefore may he #*- 


and his lawes ſceme lightly to be re- 
garded, baſcly to be clteemed .

be with them in ſuchacaſe and iudg- 
ment, in the viall of his wrath, in the 
edge of his indignation, puniſhing 
them both in this world and in the 
world to come.

But if the Tudges of the earth ſhall 
adminiſter judgement, ſhall do equi- 
rie,ſhall performe juſtice,ſhal beware, 
ſhall cake heed, ſhall ſeeke to be that in 
their ſcueral circuits, which _Adrifiides 
was amongſt the Athenians,of whom 

Herodee, Herodotus reporteth , that he was avg 
«e505 # Sixeulrams vv ASnrc,that is,the 
, beſt and the moſt juſt man among 
the Athenians. If they ſhall be men 
of courage,there is fortitude, fearing 
God, there is wiſedome; dealing tru- 
ly, there is iuſticez hating couctoul-

which are called the foure Cardinall 
vertues, becauſe vpon them,as vpon 
their proper hinges, all other vertues 
do depend, Vertues fit for Judges and
